To-day is the only registration day In this city before the November elec- 
tion. Every voter—Democrat, Republican,People’s Party or Independent—should 
see to it that he is properly registered. 

Every man otherwise eligible to vote at the coming election who has moved 
his residence since the last general election in the fall of 1596 must register to- 
day. 

Only one day !s allowed for registration this year, it being what ts common- 
ly called an off year. 

It is estimated that 35,000 voters, or One-third of the total, have moved their 
residences since they last registered’, and this number will, therefore, be com. 
pelled to qualify by registering to-day. 

The law reauires that a voter shall have lived In a ward at least ® day@ be- 
fore he can vote. But a would-be voter may register In his new ward if he 
moves on the day of registration, since the registration day is BD days before 
election 

In order to register the would-be voter must go to the registration and poll- 
ing place of his precinct.

The Suspicious Yellow Fever Cases at 
Meridian Are Pronounced Gen- 
uine by the Experts. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 18.—Owing to the 
cold wave throughout the yellow fever dis- 
trict there is a better feeling among busi- 
ness men. Many small towns are partially 
raising the quarantine, and if the cold 
wave produces a killing frost, ten days will 
probabiy see an end of all cases. Those 
well pray for frost; those sick dread. it, 
for a sudden change in the temperature in 
Tmany cases produces relapses and death. | 

Drs. Carter and Murray, United States 
Marine Hospital surgeons, who were sent 
to Meridian by the State Board of Heaith 
to examine suspicious sickness, have report- 
ed to the Board of Health that two cases, 
of Messrs. Tarry and Culpepper, pro- 
nounced suspicions by local physicians, are 
genuine cases of yellow fever.

MAKE SOME CONCESSION 
TO SPAIN. 


BUT IT WILL BE SLIGHT. 


A Hint Dropped by\Judge Day Indi- 
cates That He Will Demand 
All the Philippines. 


> 


PARIS, Oct. 18—Peace negotiations are 
proceeding~slowly. It is the general op-.n- 
ion that the American Commissioners will 
make a slight concession to Spain in regard 
to the Cuban debt and agree to assume a 
smell part of it. In the course of negotia- 
tions Judge Day told the Span.ards that 
probable possession of all the Philippines 
would be demanded by the United States. 


The interchanges regarding Cuba are now 
so advanced that the Spaniards will not 
fail to understand the United States’ de- 
termination not to assume part or the 
whole of the so-called Cuban debt of $4wW,- 
000,000. It should not, however, be under- 
stood that the Amer.cans during the course 
of the controversy have been unmindfui 
of certain local burdens, like the mun.cipal 
Obligations of the Cuban cities, railroads 
and kindred properties, local and perma- 
nent. It should not be forgotten, however, 
that the American attitude in Cuba is held 
not to be that of an acquiring power, 
either of territory or of its real or con- 
Structive obligations. The opposing Span- 
iards keenly contend that sovereignty in- 
voives burdens as well as bless ngs, and 
that both should pass together from Spain. 

“According to the Spaniards, the man 
cause of the difficulty encountered in the 
negot.ations is the lack of concil‘ation In 
the attitude of the American commission. 
It {is known in regard to Porto Rico and 
Cuba that the articles of the protoco! are 
absolutely positive—Spain concedes Porto 
Rico to the United States and relinquishes 
and abandons sovereignty over Cuba. 
Lhese two points are definitely settled and 
are not open to discussion. Besides the 
Spaniards made it a point of honor to 
scrupulously abide by their engagements 
towards their conquerors, 

“The question of the Cuban debt re- 
mains. Upon which power should the on- 
erous obligation of guaranteeing the d bt 
rest? Here is where the two commissions 
differ in their views and nether is in- 
clined to yield. The Spaniards agree on 
th. following Iines: When a power an- 
nexes territory it is implied that ‘it as- 
sumes all the obligat-ons previously of 
such territory. It is international law. 


TOOK CHLOROFORM, 


MRS. J. C. VIVIAN WAS WORRIED 
BECAUSE HER HUSBAND 
HAD NO JOB. 


SHE SOUGHT REST IN DEATH. 


Got Up Before Her Husband and Went 
to the Basement, Where She 
Killed Herself. 


Mrs. J. C. Vivian, 55 years old, living at 
2323 Eugenia street, after two attempts 
ended her life with chloroform about 8 
oclock Tuesday morning.

Af@er Mr. Peck had deliverd his address, 
he introduced Mayor Harrison of Chicago, 
who delivered the formal address of wei- 
come to President McKinley and the 
etrangers who had come to Chicago to wit- 
ness the ceremonies of jubilee week. The 
President, who rece.ved a most enthusiastic 
weicome acs he entered the building, made 
no formal reply to the addresses of we]l- 
come, noitwi@istanding the large calis that 
Were made upon him for a speech. Follow- 
ing the address of Mayor Harrison, came 
Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul. 

BISHOP IRELAND'S ELOWUENCE. 

Archbishop Ireland spoke as follows: 

“War has passed; peace reigns. Stilled 
over land and sea is the clang of arms; 
from San Juan to Manila, fearless and 
triumphant, floats the Star Spangied ban- 
ner. Amer.ca, ‘Be glad and rejoice, for the 
Lord hath done great things;’ America. 
with whole heart and soul, celebrate thy 
jubilee of peace. 

“Welcome to America, sweet, beloved 

ace; welcome to America, honored, glor- 
ous victory. O, peace thou art heaven's 
g.ft to men. When the Savior of humanit 
was born in Bethlehem the sky sang fort 
— "Glory to God on the highest, and on earth 

eace to men of good will.’ Peace was of- 
ered to the world through Christ, and 
when the spirit of Christ is supreme, there 
is universal peace—peace among men, peace 
among nations. 

“O, peace, 60 precious art thou to hu- 
manity that our highest ideal of goc'al 
felicity must ever be thy sovereignty upon 
earth.

GIVEN BLANKET INJUNCTIONS. 


American Steel and Wire Co. Moves 
Against Striking Workmen. 
CLEVELAND, Oct, 18.—Judge Hammond, 
of the United States Circuit Court, to-day 
granted the application of the American 
Steel and Wire Gompany for an injunction 
against the striking wire drawers. The in- 
junction is a blanket one and applies to all 
the defendants named in the petition and to 
any others who may hereafter interfere 

with the employes of the company. 

The court held that those seeking em- 
ployment in the place of the strikers have 
rights which labor unions and strikers are 
bound to respect, and that one of the 
rights of each citizen is that of unob- 
structed access to the place where work is 
to be done and over the streets and high- 
ways and usual approaches to such place, 
and that this freedom of access is not at 
all inconsistent with the right of strikers 
to use. the same streets and highways for 
lawful conduct and maintenance of 
their strike by peacéable entreaty or ar- 
gument with men intending to supplant 
them in employment. 

The injunction granted restrains the 
strikers from molesting or intimidating or 
threatering those desiring to work at the 
mills, and from congregatinge and picket- 
ing the mill or the houses of the employes 
for the purpose of intim'dating.

The story is 
about an elderly man—English of course— 
who has made his own fortune and has 
come to believe that that circumstance 
makes his authority absolute, at least 
in his own household. He has 
mapped out a path for each mem- 
ber of the family to tread and 
has no conception of a possibility that they 
may prefer others. He has made a fetische 
of his own will and believes that others 
should join with him in blind worship of it. 
Give him his own way and he is a liberal : 
and amiable old gentleman; thwart him 
and he is stern and unyielding as rock. He 
has a wife, a son, a daughter and a 
nephew. The daughter wishes to marry | 
a man, entirely unobjectionable except for 
the circumstance that the old gentleman 
didn’t select him. The son wants to be a 
soldier instead of following the mercantile 
pursuit selected for him by the father. 
fhe wife wants to keep peace but has a 
firm though quiet will of her own. The 
nephew, who is the villain, is willing to 
yield in all things on the surface, trusting 
to his skill in deception to accomplish his 
ulterior designs. Son and daughter rebel 
and are turned away on the silver wedding 
day of their parents. In the next act the 
wife elects to go to her daughter who is 
ill and is also turned away by the man 
with a will. In the last act the old man 
discovers the perfidy of his nephew and 
is saved from financial ruin: by his wife 
against his will. By this time he ts broken 
In health and even his servants have fallen 
away trom him. He makes a desperate 
fight against his weakness but tinally 
yields and forgives every body whom Ife 
has wronged and the man Wno has| 
wronged him. Rig‘ht here the wrong-head- | 
edness of the masterful man is developed | 
most deftly. His wife has little trouble Inj 
persuading him to condone the treachery | 
and scoundrellism of his nephew, but she 
has to exercise all a woman's tact to in- 
duce him to forgive his really unolfending 
children,
